Late yesterday llie Koers established 
a camn at Sclieepers Nek, near Vrylndd, 
and they will innliili/.e a groat force on 
the Biilfalo river tn-mnrrow. and the au- 
thorities at Dundee expe>-t ihoy will 
move across the liorder In that spot, 
Iirobably at once. It is ln-licved thai a 
contlict at this point will ceriaiiily occur 
early in the week. 

At the sniiie time the Boers are euHect- 
ing a force of i;, 1)1111 uiiiler the couimaiid 
of Croiige, near .Mafekini.'. where t'ol. 
Biiileii Powell is stationed. 

Despatciies from Ttili. Ulmdesia. an- 
nounce that another force of Imrgliers is 
massed at Pietersburg, ,"iO miles south, 
and thai outlying iiarties are jiosted at 
all drifts along llie Limpo river. 

In the meantime (.'ol. Pliininier's col- 
umn is moving .'iD miles nearer llie 
Transvaal frniilier, and lias estalilislieil 
telephone connections to within six luiles 
of Uhodes Drift, on the Limpopo. Kn-
